'the week end. 


Lattimore, Johns Hopkins prc 
fessor who specializes on Far Easl 
ern affairs, has denied that he 1 
or ever was a Communist.-He caV 
ed McCarthy a contemptible lia 
for making the charge. 
McCarthy's charges are being In 
vestigated by a senate foreign rela 
tions subcommittee. 
"I am giving the committee th 
name of the witness I wish to hav 
called first," McCarthy said. 
• "I am asking the committee 
t 
subpoena him and have him test! 
fy." 
McCarthy added that he expect 


to produce witnesses who he sail 
would back up 
his 
accusatipn 
against Lattimore. The committee 
has made tentative plans to hea 
on Thursday whatever witnesse 
McCarthy can produce. 
Along with his promise to name 
this 
witness, McCarthy stirred 
curiosity by talking of a "miss- 
Ing link" in his case on Lattimore. 
That was in a weekend telegram 
to Secretary of State Acheson.

drafted the compromise out of bills 
paseu saparately by the house and 
senate, had predicted the senate ac- 
tion in advance.

(00,000 for direct loans to veterans,

Winter Wheat 
Estimate Down 


WASHINGTON, April 10.— UP)— 


A 1950 winter wheat crop of 763,- 
590,000 bushels was forecast by the 
agriculture department today. 


This estimate is 121,068,000 bush- 
ls less than the 884,658,000 bushels 
ndicated by the. department's first 
report, issued last December 20. 


It compares with last year's win- 
er wheat crop of 901,668,000 bushels 
and with the 1939-48 average 
of 
58,821,000 bushels. 
No forecast was given for spring 


wheat, inasmuch as much of it is 
yet to be planted. 


The average 
yield 
of winter 
vheat to the acre was forecast at 
4.4 bushels, compared with 14.5 
ndicated last year, and with a ten- 
rear average of 15.7 bushels.

The joint Senate-House group 


that will make finance plans for 
the lawmakers apparently was in 
agreement on that point as It dis- 
cussed the problem of increase 
requests with Vernon A. McGee, 
budget director. 
Chairman Ray Kirkpatrick of the 


house 
appropriations 
committee 
and Chairman Howard Carney of 
:he senate finance committee both 
voiced opposition to any over-all in- 
creases. 
There was no disagree- 
ment from board members. 
It was noted that there may have 


:o be some salary adjustments, but 
;hat the board members would not 
favor a general boost.

The board also authorized McGee

Morford Verdict 
Is Thrown Out By 
Highest Tribunal 


WASHINGTON, April 10—W>— 
The supreme court today threw 
out the conviction of Richard Mor- 
ford on charges of refusing to 
turn over to congress records of 
the National Council of American- 
Soviet Friendship, Inc. 


The council is on the 
govern- 


ment's list of subversive organiz- 
ations. 
The high tribunal voted 8 to 0 


that Monford's conviction should 
not stand because the O. S. dis- 
trict court here did not let his 
lawyers question prospective gov- 
ernment worker jurors 
along 


this line. 
What possible Influence would 
they be under 
because of the 


President's loyalty order? 
That order directed the attorney 
general to compile a list of sub- 
versive organizations as one means 
of determining the loyalty of fed- 
eral employes. 


The high court In a decision last 
March 27 ruled that a jury which 
includes 
government 
employes 


could give a fair verdict. But In 
that same decision the court said 
a defendant's opportunity to prove 
actual bias must be guaranteed. 
The high court In Morford's case 
said such an opportunity was de- 
nied at his trial. 


Justice Clark took no part in 


today's decision. As attorney gen- 
eral he drafted the first subvers- 
ive list. 


The case grew out of Morford's 


refusal, as director of the council,

The issues—Some underscored re- 


cently by the president and some 
by his followers—Include (1) a new 
drive for the Brannan farm sub- 
sidy payment plan, (2) expansion 
of unemployment insurance, 
(3) 


congress' action in kllliing the ad- 
ministration's middle-income hous 
ing proposal and (4) extension of 
rent controls. 


In addition, adminlsration lieu- 
tenants say Mr. Truman can be ex- 
pected to voice a vigorous defense 
of Secretary of State Acheson and 
his policies, pointing also to recent 
efforts he has made as president 
to cooperate with congressional Re- 
publicans on foreign affairs. 


In a trip expected to take him 


through Wisconsin on his way to 
dedication ceremonies at the Grand 
Coulee dam in Washington state, 
Truman 
Is expected by Democrats 
to have something to say about the 
Communist charges Senator Mc- 
Carthy (R-Wis) has hurled against 
the State Department. 


It is on domestic economic and 
social problems, however, that most 
party members think Truman will 
hit hardest in speeches directed to- 
ward retaining Democratic control 
of congress in November ad boost- 
ing the number of adminstration 
supporters in both houses.

The toll recorded in an unoffi- 
cial survey covered a 54-hour per- 
iod from 6 p. m. (local time) Fri- 
day to midnight Sunday. 
Based on National Safety Coun- 


cil traffic death figures for Jan- 
uary and February of this year, 
the 64-hoJr average toll was 175 
deaths. 
This average is not com- 
parable with the week end traf- 
fic death survey because the av- 
erage is based on a total which 
included many deaths occurring 
several days to weeks after acci- 
dents.

Undersea Service Will Celebrate 50f Ji Birthday— 
Navy Reports Record Trip Hade By Submerged Craft 


WASHINGTON, April 10—<.fl?>— 


On March 15 a U. S. submarine 
dived into the Pacific 
off Hong 


Song and didn't surface again un 
til 21 days latdr at Pearl Harbor. 


In the meantime, the submarine 
had covered 5,200 miles. 
The navy told of the trip Sunday. 
It did not claim a record, but of- 
ficers said that this was the long- 
est underwater run they had ever 
heard of. 
The submarine, the Pickerel, Is 


one of the "Snorkel" type that has 


short breathing tube that sucks 
air from the surface. The Germans 
had them on their subs first, but 
now 
both the U. S. and Russia 
have them. 


The achievement, disclosed 
as 


.he submarine service prepared to 
celebrate its 50th anniversary Tues- 
day, pointed up the growing import- 
ance being attached to 
undersea 
craft by Navy planners. 
Recent tests showing that sub- 


marines can be used to launch guid- 


ed missiles have 
made them 
a 
threat against coastal targets as 
well as sea commerce, thereby step- 
ping up their potentialities in any 
future war. 


At Pearl Harbor, Cmdr. Paul R. 
Schratz of the Pickerel called 
the 
long voyage "all in the day's work, 
just a routine test." 


He has asked whether the sub 
could be seen on the cruise, and 
without elaborating he said: "we 
had indications to the contrary." 


Schratz said the 67,enlisted men 


and 
eight officers aboard didn't 


feel like eating much. Most of them 
grew beards or mustaches and for 
relaxation saw 30 movies. 


The Snorkel device enables a sub- 


marine to run just below water for 
long periods on Diesel engines. 
Formerly, undersea craft 
when 


submerged had to run entirely on 
electric batteries which required re- 
charge frequently. To do this, the 
sub had to surface. 


With the Snorkel, a submarine 


can stay down as long as its sup- 
plies—including 
fuel—holds 
out. 


Batteries are still needed whenever 
a sub is more than a short dis- 
tance below the water. 


Work is progressing on an atom- 
ic power plant for 
submarines, 
which 
would lift even the fuel 
and batteries requirement. 
An 
atomic-operated engine 
would 
operate forever without refuell- 
ing, for all practical 
purposes. 


The Westinghouse Corp. has ac- 


knowledged that it is working on 
such a power plant, but its develop- 
ment is expected to take from two 
to ten years. 


American interest in submarine 


and anti-submarine devices 
has 


been spurred by reports that Rus- 
sia Is building the world's might- 
iest undersea fleet—estimated cur- 
rently at 250 to 300 vessels, 
but 


only a small percentage of these are 
said to be Snorkel-equipped. 


SPEECH RIGHTS 
NOT ABSOLUTE, 
JUSTICES HOLD 


Pair Drew Fines 
And Jail Terms In 
Earlier Proceedings 


WASHINGTON, April 10.—UP)— 
The supremo court refused today to 
interfere with the power of congres- 
sional committees to compel wit- 
nesses to say whether they 
are 


Communists. 


The refusal came in the tribun- 
al's rejection of two appeals filed 
by movie writers, John 
Howard 
Lawson and D.ilton Trumbo. 
They were convicted of con- 
tempt of Congress for declining 
to tell the House Un-American 
Activities committee whether they 
were members of the Commun- 
ist party. 
The supreme court denied hear- 
ings to Lawson and Trumbo on 
their appeals, thereby letting stand 
a lower court ruling that Congres- 
sional committees have power to in- 
quire into Communist party mem- 
bership. 
In other actions today the tri- 
bunal: • 


1. Threw out 8-0 the conviction of 
Richard Morford on charges of re- 
fusing to turn over to Congress 
records of the National Council of 
American-Soviet 
Friendship, 
Inc. 
The council is on the government's 
list of subversive organizations. 
2. Refused 7-1 to review the con- 


tempt-of-Congress 
conviction 
of 
George Marshall, chairman of the 
National Federation for Constitu- 
tional Liberties. Marshall was held 
In contempt for failing to produce 
federation records for use of tha 
House Un-American Activities com- 
mittee. He was sentenced in U. S. 
discrict court here to $500 fine and 
three months' imprisonment. 
3. Decided 7-1 In two cases that 
neither state nor federal courts 
have power to 
make 
primary 


findings in labor disputes Involv- 
ing railroad unions. 
The cases 
grew out of disputes on the Del- 
aware Lackawanna and Western 
and the Southern Railway. 
The U. S. court of appeals here 


in unholdlng the convictions of 
Lawson and Trumbo declared: 


"The right of free speech is not 
absolute, -but must"yield- to -national 
interests justifiably thought to be of 
larger importance. 
The same la 
true of the right to remain silent. 
When legislating to avert what it 


believes to be a threat to substan- 
tive evil of national welfare, Con- 
gress may abridge either freedom." 
The supreme court's refusal to re- 
view was announced In an order 
which revealed the vote was 6-2.

3 to 6 Year Term 
In Mercy Death 


ALLENTOWN, 
Pa., April 10— 


(/P*—Harold 
A. Mohr today was 


sentenced to a prison term of three 
to six years for the so-called mer- 
cy killing of his cancer-ravaged 
brother.

day of voluntary manslaughter. 
Judge James F. Henninger also 
imposed a fine of $500 on the 36- 
year-old tannery worker. 


The maximum sentence for volun- 
tary manslaughter is 12 years in 
prison and a fine of $6,000. 


A Lehigh county jury of four men 


and eight women had recommend- 
ed mercy in finding Mohr guilty 
of manslaughter.

sympathy." 
Pakistan Treaty 
Is Approved By 
Indian Parliament 


NEW DELHI, India, April 10.— 
UP)—India's parliament today ap- 
proved a new India-Pakistan agree- 
ment that 
Premier 
Jawaharlal 


Nehru said had halted the feuding 
countries on the brink of war. 
"We have stopped ourselves at 
the edge of a precipice and turn- 
ed our back to It," said Indian 
premier Nehru in announcing de- 
tails of tho agreement to his par- 
liament. 
Nehru called upon the govern- 
ments and peoples of both 
India 
and Pakistan to "put an end 
to 
that vicious atmosphere that 
has 


surrounded us for the two and one- 
half years" since India and Pakis- 
tan won independence from Brit- 
ain.The agreement between 
Nehru 
and Pakistan's Premier Liaquat— 
All Khan—designed to halt Hindu- 
Moslem clashes that have taken 
hundreds of lives provided for: 


1. The security of minorities in 
Pakistan and India; 2. Unhamper- 
ered migration across the border of 
India and Pakistan for Hindus 
and Moslems; 3. Special commis- 
sions on both sides to investigate 
any violations of the agreement, 
India's parliament approved the 
agreement on a volco vote. 
It 
may be discussed, however, in a 
general debate previously sched- 
uled this month on the situation 
In Bengal—scene of the most re- 
cent communal disturbances. 
In the agreement announced to* 


day, 
the India and Pakistan gov- 


ernments agreed to prevent the dis- 
semination of news and "mischev- 
ious opinion which might rouse 
communal passion" and to ban 
"propaganda directed against the 
territorial integrity of either coun- 
try or inciting a war between the 
two countries" 
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FILES FOR CONGRESS 


It could be helpful to have 


a. high court finding on the 
power of Congress to sub- 
poena officials and files of 
the executive branch of the 
government for committee 
investigations. 
Suggestions 


for & court test again have 
been heard following the 
clash between the Senate 
subcommittee probing the 
State Department and the 
custodians of files containing 
personal 
investigation re- 


ports on Department em- 
ployees. This is not the first 
time a Congressional com- 
mittee has tried to subpoena 
confidential gov e r n m e n t 
files, and so far Congress hps 
come off second best in such 
encounters. 


A court test ought to clari- 


fy the right of Congress to 
demand 'confidential files 
and information, and the 
limitations of that right. It 
also would hold a possibility 
of some exploration of these 
committee investigations in- 
to the Constitutional duties 
of Congress. 


But court tests take much 


time; has the State subcom- 
mittee no other way to com- 
plete its investgiations? The 
committee can submit to the 
proper 
investigating agen- 


cies, in a proper degree of 
privacy, the names of em- 
ployee's whose loyalty 
is 


questioned, and request a 
new examination of the files 
in question. It can then ask 
the responsible officials for 
a statement of the findings 
of the examination. If Con- 
gress is unwilliing to ar? pt 
as reliable the statements of 
those officials, it has and 
ought to employ the remedy 
of impeachment. If Congress 
is not prepared to go to the 
extent of impeachment of an 
official, it ought to display 
"confidence in the word of 
that official. 


LEGITIMACY OF INCOME 


One proposal for a new 


crime-fighting tcol, made at 
the national conference of 
law enforcement officials in 
Washington 
in February, 


has faded into the back- 
ground, but doubtless will be 
heard again. 
This is that 


federal income tax returns 
of police characters and ex- 
convicts should be opened te 
the inspection of state and 
local law enforcement agen- 
cies. The idea is that crimin- 
al investigators would be 
able to check the tax returns 
of such persons for indica- 
tions of illegitimate income, 
and to help this purpose 
the tax. forms might be re- 
vised to show the sources of 
all income more exactly. 


The scope of such a plan 


would depend on the defini- 
tion given officially to the 
term "police character." In 
common usage it means a 
person 
who has 
become 


known to them by face or 
name, and who has on at 
least one of these occasions 
been "booked" on a criminal 
charge, placing his name, 
face and fingerprints on rec- 
ord. One does not become a 
police character by acquir 
ing a parking ticket. Despite 
whatever limitations might 
be established in defining 
the term, there would doubt- 
less be much opposittion to 
this proposal from persons 
who would consider them- 
selves well and safely out of 
the "police character" cat- 
egory. People in general just 
don't like the idea of other 
people nosing into their in- 
comes. 


Yet the 
suggestion has 


merit which deserves study. 
The scheme might help local 
authorities in pinning down 
some of the 
higher-ups in 


rackets which 
continually 


bleed the public. As to the 
rights of privacy involved, 
they may hardly be applied 
to i n c o m e from sources 
which will not bear legal in- 
quiry.

MYSTERIOUS SUBS 


Few things will get a rise 


out of an 
American more 


quickly or more surely than 
a report of a mysterious for- 
eign submarine 
near 
our 


coastline. This was illustrat- 
ed in the quick reaction, both 
official 
and otherwise, to 


such a report on the Califor- 
nia coast recently. 


Actually there is not much 


to be done about a foreign 
submarine as long as it is at 
least three miles off shore, 
except to find and identify 
it. Any ship has a right to be 
there, and we cannot very 
well c h a s e ships away, 
prowling subs or what not. 


Nevetheless every sub or 


other craft approaching our 
shores in secret should be 
spotted and inspected with 
all spe'ed, and its crew be let 
know that it has been dis- 
covered. Whether friendly 
or not, however, routine its 
voyage, 
a 
submarine ap- 


proaching underwater tests 
our ability to detect such an 
approach, and the, speed and 
effectiveness with which we 
take steps to find and iden- 
tify the prowler. For psy- 
chological effect both at 
home and 
abroad, those 


steps should be speedy and 
should demonstrate 
effect- 


ive, 
ready 
d e f e n s i v e 


strength. 


This psychological point 


is of great importance as 
long as world political con- 
ditions are unsettled. Most 
analysts agree that one of 
the primary reasons for the 
involvement of the United 
States in two wars was the 
belief of potential enemies 
th-1 we were neither able 
nor willing to fight for our 
principles and our 
friends. 


Until world peace is secure, 
we can help safeguard it by 
preventing any other poten- 
tial enemy from forming the 
illusion that we are too weak 
or too lethargic to defend 
jurselves. 


' SCHOOL OF PEACE 


What is peace? What is 


war? How attain one end 
avoid the other? Strange at 
it may seem, there is today 
no systematic investigation 
of the causes of peace and 
war. That is why Columbia 
University, under the presi- 
dency of Dwight D. Eis- 
enhower, is planning 
a 


Peace Institute, where all 
aspects of war 
and 
its 


causes will be thoroughly 
examined. One chief 
ob- 


stacle stands between this 
project and its completion. 
That is the prosaic detail of 
raising the required money. 
Columbia already has some 
large scale projects on hand, 
and may at the last moment 
decide to let peace wait a 
bit. 


Once before there was 


such an institute. It was in 
Berlin, of all 
places, and 


needless to say did not last 
beyond the advent of Adolf 
Hitler. Some of the profes- 
sois connected with that 
short-lived dream are now 
under consideration for the 
Columbia school, if it should 
get along. 
• Amid 
our 
oft-expressed 


wishes for peace, why not 
have such studies as this 
been made more often?

gasoline. Then he'd return the 
car to the lot where It was tak- 
en.

Census In Five 
Districts Now 
Near Completion 


About five of the 21 census dis- 


tricts in Corsicana were complet- 
ed Saturday, according to J. B. 
Smith, assistant district census su- 
pervisor, and he added his enumer- 
ators have their woes and misfor- 
:unes, too. 


Smith said several more of the 


Corsicana districts are about half 
completed and that his office hopes 
to have the entire city counted by 
April 18. 
"We 
are 
enumerating about 


20,000 people a day in the sixth 
district," he said, "which is a lit- 
tle behind schedule. However, if 
we have the full co-operation of 
the citizens we'll be 
back on 


schedule in no time at all." 
He said progress in the sixth dis- 


trict as a whole was about on the 
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the same level, as it was in Corsi- 
cana. 


Speaking of the troubles of tlie 


enumerators, Smith said, one was 
cornered by a cow and had to be 
rescued, while another was bitten 
by a dog. 


At one home, Smith said, a rel- 


ative of the home owner came to 
the door and told the census 
taker, "I don't 
want 
anybody 


snooping around my house." 
The relative continued to give the 


enumerator 
a complete dressing 


down and the census taker, a wo- 
man, left the house shaken and in 
tears. 


When the enumerator told, her 


story at the office a return trip 
was made to the house. 


This time te home owner was 


there. The situation was explained 
to him. He apologized and co-oper- 
ated fully. 
Enumerators in the rural areas 


are finding tough times, also. Sev- 
eral have had to make return trips 
because the person who knew the 
information was in the 
field or 


away from the house when the 
census taker arrived. 


One rural enumerator, traveling 


on rough roads, broke an axle in 
his car.

"Such things as those," said 


Smith, "slow us down and throw 
us behind schedule. We need the 
full co-operation of all. Persons 
shouldn't hesitate to give the 
needed information. It 
all 
is 


confidential and can't be used 
against anyone. The majority of 
thoso contacted 
are 
co-opera- 


ting." 
As districts are completed, Smith 


explained, the results will be turn- 
ed into the district CKISUS office 
in Corsicana. A portion of the enu- 
merators will be schooled on how 
to tabulate the returns. 


A change in procedure of this 


year's census provides that no fig- 
ures may be given out unless a city 
has a population above 10,000. No 
county figures will be released un- 
til the entire county has been com- 
pleted. Breakdowns on the county's 
towns, cities, etc., will be released 
in December.

SOUTH'S PROGRESS OUTLINED 
FROM MULES TO TRACTORS BY 
NEGRO UNIVERSITY PRESIDENT

An outline of the South's prog- 


ress—how Dixieland has 
passed 


from a "mule economy to a tractor 


conomy"—was given in an address 
here Thursday night by Dr. 
R. 
O'Hara Lanier, 
president of the 
Texas State University for Negroes, 
Houston. 
A former minister to Liberia, Dr. 
Lanier stressed the need for adjust- 
ment to the vast changes now tak- 
ng place. 
He spoke to some 200 persons at 
an interracial meeting at Jackson 
High School. 
State Senator George O. Nolces, 
Jr., also spoke, emphasizing the 
need for Christian leadership to 
solve problems that "unmlstak- 
eably are more 
complex 
than 


ever before.," 
A musical program was present- 


ed by Jackson High studentg. 
A lover of the South and a former 


:obacco field laborer in North Car- 
olina—his native state—Dr. Lanier 
foresaw great possibilities for the 
rapidly-growing Dixie states. 
"I'm not ashamed to be a south- 
erner," he declared. 
Quoting Booker T. Washington, 


who many years -.ago predicted in- 
dustrialization of the South, 
the 
speaker 
urged 
his audience 
to 


'think about these changes 
and 
prepare yourselves for them." 
He pointed out that a tractor now 
does the work in a day that 100 
men used to do in a week, that a 
mechanical ditch-digger can 
do 


more in a few hours than three 
men can in a week. 


"The need for unskilled workers 
s less", he declared. "The develop- 
ment of industry means the devel- 
opment of education. And don't kid 
yourself; you can't exist unless you 
move with society." 


The negro educator's three-point 


outline on the subject, "This is My 
South," pointed to: 


1. The combination of agriculture 
and industry. 


2. Development of skilled persons. 
3. A change in human relations. 
Dr. Lanier told the group that 
Negroes didn't have to go around 
"talking race relations." 
They 
can create better peace and har- 
mony through their dally lives, 
he said. 
"It doesn't matter whether he's 
at a wash tub, at the sink, or at a 


filling station. He can still be court- 
eous and efficient. And, if yon want 
to be selfish about it, it'll make you 
a good living." 


While a minister to Liberia, the 
educator said, "people were always 
coming to that legation and asking 
questions about America. Wherever 
you go, you find people wanting to 
come to America. They are looking 
to America for leadership in mak- 
ing Democracy live." 


Dr. Lanier said the nation would 


be flooded with people from all over 
the world if the doors were opened. 


"That's the kind of reputation 
you and I have," he added. "But 
there are forces at work pointing 
out the evil 
side—the darkest 
hope. Those are the Communist 
forces." 
The college president was quick 
to declare he was (1) a Christian, 
(2) a believer in Democracy, (3) an 
advocate of the American moneta- 
ry system, because it can be made 
to work. 


"I don't want to be misquoted, or 
called a Socialist merely because I 
believe in public housing," he de- 
clared. 
Also, he said he believed that 
people, whether they're blue, black, 
white, red or green, can work and 
live together in peace and harmo- 
ny.Following 
the program, which 
featured selections by the Jackson 
Choral Club,' a solo by Lloyd John- 
son, a Jackson high band concert 
and a prayer by Rev. Paul Young, 
pastor of the Wesley Chapel C. M. 
E. Church, a reception was held in 
the cafeteria, where a chicken sal- 
ad plate and strawberry shortcake 
were 
served 
to 
distinguished 
guests by the home economics de- 
partment. 
Questions were fired at Dr. La- 
nier about the university at Hous- 
ton. 
The president 
explained 
there were about 2,039 students, 
90 percent of them from the met- 
ropolitan Houston area, 124 facul- 
ty members, and no dormitories 
"If we had dormitories," Da. La- 


nier said, "we could handle 4,000 or 
5,000 students with our present fa- 
cilities."

Ben Morgan, local negro commu- 


nity leader and Corsicana business- 
man, won high praise at the pro- 
gram. Morgan is a member of the 
university's board of trustees.
